The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art of record does not anticipate or render 
obvious the claimed azo compounds, process for the preparation 
thereof, articles, colorant or ink set comprising the azo 
compounds*. The closest prior art compounds are disclosed in 
U.S. Patent 3,132,130. This patent discloses metal complex azo 
dyes that contain a methanesulf onamide group. The compounds 
disclosed therein differ from the claimed dyes in that they are 
2:1 metal complex dyes instead of 1:1 metal complex dyes and the 
lack the sulfo group represented by S0 3 X in the claimed dyes. 
The reference provides no motivation to modify the compounds 
disclosed therein to arrive at the claimed compounds .
